Capital Campaign 
Mattapoisett Library Continues Chapter 

The Mattapoisett Free Public Library continues its 
highly successful capital campaign to renovate and 
expand the town's existing 100-year old Library. To date 
the campaign — Writing the Next Chapter — has received 
well over $1,300,000 in private voluntary gifts and 
pledges towards a goal of $1,600,000. In addition to the 
privately-raised funds, the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts has approved a grant of $1.6 million and the Town of 
Mattapoisett has voted to appropriate an additional 
$500,000. 

The building project will provide for an expanded 
children's library and a new section for young adults; it 
will upgrade and expand the use of computers; it will 
offer meeting spaces and study spaces for all town 
residents; and, it will provide space for the growth of 
existing programs and the introduction of new programs. 
The renovations will allow for an increase in the collection 
and will bring the facility up to code to meet the require- 
ments of the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA). 

Library Trustee Bob Atkinson indicated that this 
campaign represents by far the most money raised for a 
specific cause in Mattapoisett. With just under $300,000 to 
be raised in this extremely successful drive, they are 
initiating a town-wide solicitation to encourage gifts from 
all Mattapoisett residents.

"They discussed the fiscal outlook for 2004 and 
2005 ... and discussed paying the principal (amount) on 
the ORR expansion project/' Selectman Nunes said. 
"They're hoping for reimbursement around 2010 and 
they're hoping for 68 percent (from the state) ... but it 
could be only 53 percent. They discussed paying down 
the principal (before then)." 

The board also noted that the town's Annual 
Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony will be held on 
Monday, December 8 beginning at 6:30 pm at the Roches- 
ter Town Hall. On Monday, December 15, the board will 
also judge the contestants in the Annual Holiday Door 
Decorating Contest. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Regional Sanitar- 
ian Karen Walega who is seeking office space in Town 
Hall for a Board of Health Secretary. Ms. Walega will 
begin interviewing prospective candidates this week and 
she wanted to address the space issue before hiring 
someone in early December. "I'm just respectfully looking 
for a spot for my secretary to go," she said. "I'm just 
looking for direction from you." 

"We know we have (a space issue) in Town Hall," 
said Selectman Laboa. "I would consider any space we 
give your secretary to be a temporary space, pending 
further review. My thought would be to use the space 
that's there (in the Town Hall Conference Room) ... at least 
on a temporary basis until we figure out where every- 
thing should go. We do need to do something on a grand 
scheme." 

The board agreed that the lack of adequate office 
space in Town Hall is becoming a serious issue and they 
will need to look at better ways of allocating space for 
various departments in the near future. 

In other matters. Selectman Laboa wanted an 
update from the Rochester Memorial School regarding

RABBIT DIET 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, over- 
grown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a diet 
of timothy hay or other grass hay. Avoid alfalfa as it has too much 
calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this hay as 
she wants. 

]Nhat about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceburg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
such as broccolli. Start with a small piece then double the amount 
given on each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 

Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most other 
foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetables that are slowly intro- 
duced and some pellets.

If you are being transferred, 
many companies will help you 
sell your house. Some will 
even assist you in buying one 
in the new location. Big com- 
panies often buy 
a house at its current 
appraised value if you 
can't sell it yourself within 
a specified period of time.

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Neo-Fight

The Matrix Revolutions. Starring Keanu Reeves and 
Laurence Fishburne. Directed by Andy and Larry 
Wachowski. Running time: 129 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

''Why do you keep fighting?'' says the evil program Agent 
Smith (Hugo Weaving) to our hero Neo (Keanu Reeves). "Why do 
you bother?" Well, because he has to fight, or else there wouldn't 
be a megabucks redemptive finale. Not that The Matrix Revolu- 
tions redeems anything other than Hollywood's belief that bigger 
is better. Even though almost every character keeps saying they 
don't know what's going to happen, every moment of this ugly- 
looking, monotonous spectacle feels pre-ordained. Neo, the des- 
ignated messiah of this pop fantasy, must prevail by sheer will 
and ... purity of heart, I guess. Everyone else seems rather 
expendable, and indeed major and minor characters die here 
without setting so much as a tremble of tragedy. It's all about The 
One, and what he can do to save the humans of Zion. Everybody 
else helps him or stands around. 

Unlike the first two films. Revolutions takes place almost 
entirely in the bleak, gun-metal sanctuary of Zion, the last stand 
of humanity, which is being threatened by the foot soldiers of the 
machines — writhing, relentless squid-like things called Senti- 
nels. Morpheus (Laurence Fishburne) and Trinity (Carrie- Anne 
Moss), who first opened Neo's eyes to the Matrix, have become 
little more than his acolytes, unquestioningly accepting his every 
decision. "I have seen that I must make a banana sandwich," Neo 
could say, and Morpheus would nod meaningfully. Those com- 
ing to this final installment for answers won't find them; nobody 
knows anything, not even the down-to-earth Oracle (Mary Alice, 
in for the late Gloria Foster) — either that, or they know but are 
powerless to do much about it. The movie's faith in One Savior is 
touching but robs the narrative of suspense: After three movies, 
does anyone think Neo wont come through? 

For what seems like an eternal stretch of screen time, various 
warriors of Zion do battle with hordes of Sentinels, in ships and 




in huge battle armor. On and on it goes, with people falling and 
dying, and Sentinels going up in explosive sparks. The goal is 
simple: Save the Dock. We hear it over and over: the humans must 
defend the dock where the ships come and go. After much dying 
and fighting, one of the ships finally makes it home, and a victory 
cry goes up. Then we're told that the dock wasn't saved after all, 
and that all the blood and thunder we've seen was just . . . filler, I 
suppose. 

At least there's not as much gassing on about destiny and 
anomalies as there was in The Matrix Reloaded. But writers- 
directors Andy and Larry Wachowski don't come up with any- 
thing new to take its place. If Reloaded was ponderously philo- 
sophical. Revolutions is ponderously violent, with none of the 
freaky, eye-popping set pieces that distinguished its predeces- 
sors (I'm beginning to consider the original Matrix an example of 
taut, surprising storytelling in comparison with its follow-ups). 
And some of this stuff is just cheesy in the same way it's been 
cheesy in dozens of cheaper, less cultish films. When a human is 
possessed by Agent Smith and holds a scalpel to Trinity's throat 
to get Neo to drop his gun, I sighed and wondered where the 
Wachowskis' imagination had gone. An earlier chase through a 
train station — with Morpheus and Trinity hot on the heels of 
some seedy-looking character from Central Casting — is like a 
hundred other chases you've seen. 

It all ends with a rain-soaked mano-a-mano between Neo 
and Smith; the latter, of course, has replicated himself a hundred- 
fold, but even his clones (literally) stand around on the sidelines 
while Good and Evil duke it out. Meanwhile, back in Zion, the 
new concept of an olive branch between the humans and the 
machines is explored. "How long will this peace last?" someone 
says. "LJntil Warner Bros, has another string of expensive flops 
and needs another Matrix sequel," I answered.

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Rising Son

One of the most intriguing stories of Fairhaven past reraains 
the account of ''John Manjiro/' the shipwrecked Japanese boy 
who was rescued by Fairhaven resident Captain William Whitfield 
and his crew aboard the bark John Rowland. Although Manjiro 
was not the first Japanese national to encounter and subsequently 
assimilate American culture, he was undoubtedly the most note- 
worthy, having achieved a level of education while in Fairhaven 
which he later shared in his homeland. 

Although there have been several books written over the 
years recounting the fascinating tale — the most popular and 
notable being former Fairhaven Fire Chief Donald Bernard's The 
Life and Times of John Manjiro — the only official autobiographical 
account of John Manjiro's historic voyage, Hyoson Kiryaku, has 
never been available before in a complete English-translated 
edition. Until now. 

Thanks to the history buffs at New Bedford's Spinner Publi- 
cations, a brand new and updated edition of this invaluable tome, 
titled Drifting Toward the Southeast: The Story of Five Japanese 
Castaways (160 pages, $25 paperback, $70 hardback limited 
edition), is being released on November 14. Translated by Junya 
Nagakuni and Junji Kitadai, the book is a detailed record of 
Manjiro's voyage as told to the officials of the Shogunate in 1852. 
This precious history was initially hand-recorded in four brush- 
written volumes by samurai artist and scholar Kawada Shoryo 
following Manjiro's nine-month interrogation by Shogun 
Tokugawa's officials. It was prohibited from public view for 
many years by the Shogun's isolation law. 

What's most intriguing about Spinner's new English edition 
is that it showcases high-quality color reproductions of the mas- 
terful watercolor paintings by the artist Shoryo, the delicate 
illustrations by Manjiro himself, and the detailed maps that 
accompanied the original document. 

John Manjiro was the 14-year-old Japanese boy out fishing 
with four companions when they were shipwrecked and rescued 
by an American whaling ship from New Bedford in 1841 . Captain 
William Whitfield of the ship John James Rowland grew fond the 
young castaway and invited him to his home in Fairhaven, where 
Manjiro was given a formal education in English, mathematics 
and navigation. He later became mate on a whaling ship and 
circumnavigated the globe. But longing to return to Japan, he 
eventually joined the California Gold Rush and earned enough 
money for his return to his homeland. 

Drifting Toward the Southeast reveals Manjiro's accurate 
memory in depicting the castaways' adventures. Largely ignored 
in America, but legendary in Japan, Manjiro was the first known 
Japanese visitor to the United States who was allowed to return 
to Japan without facing harsh punishment for breaking the 
isolation law. His original account was completed just nine 
months before Commodore Matthew Perry's "Black Ships" ar- 
mada strong-armed Japan into a peace treaty, and became cov- 
eted reading of daimyos and samurai leaders. 




As a result, numerous hand-written copies of Hyoson Kiryaku 
circulated, and the castaways' story spread by word of mouth. It 
caught the imagination of common people who were eager to 
know about the outside world, and it greatly shaped their percep- 
tions of mid-nineteenth century America. It also deeply influ- 
enced the pioneers of modernization in Japan: men like Sakamoto 
Ryoma, Katsu Kaishu, and Fukuzawa Yukichi. Manjiro's unique 
translation will create valuable source material for the study of 
this critical period, giving readers, educators, and historians a 
larger framework for understanding the history of United States- 
Japanese relations. 

Only nine copies of the Hyoson Kiryaku are known to be in 
existence today. Spinner Publications has drawn from several of 
these copies for this translation. One is in the collection of the 
Rosenbach Museum in Philadelphia, another was donated to the 
Millicent Library in Fairhaven, a third is at the Sumiyoshi Shrine 
in Osaka, Japan, and a fourth is kept by the Kochi Prefectural 
Museum of History. 

To commemorate the book's release and the 150th anniver- 
sary of the signing of the Treaty of Kanagawa marking the 
beginning of U.S.-Japanese relations, "A Manjiro Celebration" 
will take place on Friday, November 14 from 6:00 to 8:00 pm in 
the Jacobs Family Gallery of the New Bedford Whaling Museum.

Whaling Museum, and the Fairhaven /New Bedford-Tosashimizu 
Sister City Committee, the event will feature a book signing, live 
theater, music, food and displays.

3. Look closely at the quality of the Frame, and 
decide, was it framed cheaply, just to get it on 
the wall, or was the Frame selected because is 
truly accentuates the piece? Is the Frame, a 
cheap plastic wood look-a-like, a solid foam 
knock off of wood, or is it truly a solid or real 
wood core moulding? 

4. Is the glass clean or are there specks of wood 
and/or fibers between the glass and matt? 

5. What's the color of the Matt core, ofi:en if 
you look closely, you'll see that it has yellowed 
and is looking rather dated. Are you willing 
to have this replaced and accept the charge 

to do so?
